However,  to  the  ones  who  had  the  privilege  of 
knowing  "Aunt  Georgie"  Sluman,  it  signifies  a  period  in 
this  town's  history  when  her  personality  was  reflected  in 
so  many  of  its  civic  activities. 

It  is  frequently  recalled  by  the  people  who  were  young- 
sters in  our  schools  during  this  period,  how  she  was  a 
source  of  abundant  and  reliable  information  concerning  the 
local  current,  and  past  history  of  the  time.  She  always 
welcomed  the  youngsters  with  assignments  for  compositions 
to  prepare,  and  they  drew  more  than  ample  material  from 
her  reservoir  of  information. 

The  cover  illustration  is  a  reproduction  of  an  original 
drawing  by  C.  W.  Anderson  showing  "Aunt  Georgie"  pur- 
suing the  art  of  making  hooked  rugs,  at  which  craft  she 
showed  outstanding  ability.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Mason  on  Tuesday,  the  eleventh  day  of  March  next 
at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  .necessary 
to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  choose  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  3  years. 
To  choose  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  2  years. 
To  choose  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  1  year. 

4.  To  choose  one  Trustee  of  Cemeteries  for  3  years. 

5.  To  choose  one  Library  Trustee  for  3  years. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  Library  purposes. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges. 


8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $592.00  for  Town  Road  Aid,  in  order  to  obtain 
State  Aid  for  maintenance,  construction  and  re-construc- 
tion of  Class  V  highways  in  the  amount  of  $3,946.64. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  care  of  Cemeteries. 

10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day  purposes. 

11.  To  see  if  the  voters  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
and  Treasurer  to  borrow  a  sum,  or  sums,  not  exceeding  in 
the  aggregate  $10,000.00  in  anticipation  of  the  collection 
of  taxes  for  the  current  municipal  year,  and  to  issue  in 
the  name,  and  on  the  credit  of  the  Town  negotiable  notes 
therefore,  said  notes  to  be  repaid  during  the  current  mu- 
nicipal year  from  taxes  collected  within  the  current  year. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  approp- 
riate a  sum  of  money  for  street  lighting. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  a  discount  on  whole, 
or  partial  payments  of  taxes,  and  fix  the  date  of  payment 
of  same,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  insure  employees  of  the  Town,  or  take 
any  action  relating  thereto. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  $400.00  to  be  spent  in  co-operation  with  the  State 
Forestry  Department  for  the  control  of  White  Pine  Blis- 
ter Rust. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  Real  Estate  bought  by  the  Town  at  Tax  Sale,  pro- 
vided they  sell  it  to  the  last  former  owner,  and  provided 


that  the  sale  price  is  sufficient  to  reimburse  the  Town  for 
the  taxes  and  for  all  expense  to  which  it  has  been  put, 
or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  Real  Estate  owned  by  the  Town  at  prices  which, 
in  their  judgment,  are  fair  and  equitable;  or  take  any  ac- 
tion relating  thereto. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State 
Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  Division 
of  Municipal  Accounting,  and  to  make  an  appropriation 
to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 

19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  the  vote 
taken  at  the  town  meeting  held  on  September  17,  1856, 
under  Article  2,  by  striking  out  from  said  vote  the  words 
"5  and  15"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "6  and 
16",  so  that  said  vote  as  amended  would  read,  "At  a  legal 
town  meeting,  holden  September  17th,  1856,  Article  2d, 
it  was  voted,  To  receive  of  John  Boynton,  Esq.,  of  Tem- 
pleton,  Mass.,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  in  money, 
or  in  securities  for  the  payment  of  money,  upon  the  fol- 
lowing conditions,  viz:  That  the  same  shall  forever  be 
known  as  "The  Boynton  Common  School  Fund,"  and  that 
the  interest  or  income  thereof  shall  annually  forever  be 
applied  by  said  town  of  Mason,  to  the  support  of  district  or 
public  schools  in  said  town,  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  scholars  in  such  districts  or  schools,  between  the  ages 
of  six  and  sixteen  years.  And  whenever  the  said  town 
shall  fail  so  to  apply  the  interest  or  income  of  said  money

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan  of 
extending  to  employees  of  the  town  the  benefits  of  title 
II  of  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act  (Old-Age  and  Sur- 
vivor's Insurance)  as  authorized  by  Chapter  234  of  the 
Laws  of  1951  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$55.00  to  defray  the  town's  share  of  the  cost  thereof.

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $200  for  the  construction  of  a  trailer  for  trans- 
porting the  town  Bull  Dozer,  or  take  any  action  relating 
thereto. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  shade 
trees  on  Town  Property  sprayed  as  a  protective  measure 
against  Dutch  Elm  disease,  and  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  therefor. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $31.00  for  the  Monadnock  Region  Association 
of  Southern  New  Hampshire,  or  will  take  any  action  re- 
lating thereto. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  observe,  during 


the  month  of  August,  1952,  the  Anniversary  of  Old  Home 
Week,  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  therefor. 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Medical  Doctor  to  act  as  Chairman  of  the 
Town  Board  of  Health,  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $50.00  for  his  services. 

27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Rules 
for  Town  Meetings  adopted  at  the  town  meeting  of  1932, 
and  amended  in  1933,  as  follows:

C.  Strike  out  Rule  5,  and  insert  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

"5 — At  7.00  P.  M.  the  meeting  shall  convene  to 
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take  up  consideration  of  the  articles  in  the  war- 
rant." 

D.     Strike  out  Rule  11., 
Or*  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Cemetery  Trustees  to  accept  contributions  intended  for 
perpetual  care  of  cemetery  lots,  when  offered  to  them, 
provided  that  said  sums  are  approved  by  said  Cemetery 
Trustees,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  from  Miss 
Ina  B.  Maxwell  the  sum  of  $200.00  for  the  perpetual  care 
of  the  Maxwell  cemetery  lot,  or  take  any  action  relating 

thereto.

30.  To  see  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  from  Ed- 
ward Scripture  the  sum  of  §200.00  for  the  perpetual  care 
of  the  Scripture  cemetery  lot,  or  take  any  action  relating 
thereto. 

31.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, and  Officers  here-to-fore  chosen  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

32.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  the  unex- 
pended balance  of  our  1951  Special  Appropriations,  and 
the  Tax  Title  Sale  i.  e. :  "14  acre  Farrer  lot  to  Raymond 
Akerman,"  moneys  returned  to  the  General  Fund,  or  take 
any  action  relating  thereto. 

Note:  Since  this  copy  of  the  Town  Warrant  is  required 
by  the  Printer  at  an  earlier  date  than  the  legal  Town 
Warrant  Posting  date,  it  is  not  necessarily  complete,

REPORT   OF  SELECTMEN 


At  the  time  of  our  last  Town  Meeting,  there  was  a 
proposed  State  Aid  (to  Schools)  Bill  before  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Legislature  that — in  the  event  of  its  passage — would 
provide  Mason  with  $1,743.75. 

However,  while  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion's Budget  was  going  through  its  "slenderizing"  routine, 
someone  along  the  line  added  something  "new"  to  the  Bill 
which  disqualified  our  Town  from  receiving  State  Aid  to 
Schools. 

This  news  was  most  disturbing,  since  in  the  face  of  an 
increased  school  budget,  over  the  previous  year — when  we 
received  $3,465.56  for  School  Aid — we  must  necessarily  in- 
crease our  tax  rate. 

That  something  "new"  is  found  in  the  following  ac- 
count of  our  Adjusted  Valuation  of  Properties,  as  ex- 
plained by  the  State  Department  of  Education:

The  Timber  Tax  law  is  interpreted  to  mean  that 
$46,049.00  has  been  removed  (by  law)  from  our  town 
valuation,  and  may  not  be  used  for  taxation  purposes. 

The  other  income  items  from  taxes,  trust  funds,  etc., 
we  have  always  understood  were  also  non-taxable  items. 

However,  it  seems  that  this  "Potential"  valuation  may 
be  legally  used  to  build  up  our  town's  valuation  (by  $109,- 
194.00)  to  what  is  termed  an  "Adjusted"  valuation,  which 
disqualified  us  from  receiving  State  Aid  to  Schools.  And, 
this  loss  must  be  compensated  by  an  increase  in  our  local 
tax  rate. 


We  are  not  in  a  position  to  question  the  legality  of  the 
foregoing  valuation  "maneuver."  However,  we  are  "sho- 
nuf"  impressed  by  the  manner  in  which  State  and  National 
Politics  can  affect  our  local  "small  town"  affairs. 

Our  Town  Hail: — 

While  we  can  view  with  pride  our  newly  painted 
building,  and  enjoy  a  cleaner  atmosphere  within  our 
Hall,  we  must  not  overlook  the  need  for  a  new  stage  set- 
tings, curtains,  etc. 

And,  of  course,  our  little  "ell"  is  still  with  us  to  cause 
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us  some  embarrassment  at  Town  Hall  functions.  Or  should 
we  just  accept  it  as  a  bit  "provincialism"  maintained  to 
remind  us  of  the  earthly  way  in  which  we  are  all  created 
equal  ? 

Our  Town  Report: — 

You  may  be  pleased  to  notice  that  we  are  making  every 
effort  to  maintain  a  publication  that  will  meet  the  stand- 
ards established  by  our  predecessors,  Messrs.  Francis 
Coyne,  Ronald  Harry,  and  Curtis  V.  Dunn,  to  merit  the 
State  and  New  England  Awards.

You  are  required,  by  law,  to  fill  out  this  inventory 
blank  and  have  it  in  the  hands  of  your  selectmen  not  later 
than  April  15th. 

We  regret  to  report  that  several  property  owners  have 
not  been  very  co-operative  in  this  matter.  If  you  will  read 
the  "law"  pertaining  to  the  subject — printed  on  the  back 
page  of  this  form — you  will  realize  that  neglect  on  your 
part  is  not  a  financially  wise  practice. 

As  most  of  the  town  property  owners  may  know, 
Messrs.  Coyne,  Kivimaki,  and  Valyou  are  working  on  the 
compilation  of  a  Property  Map  of  our  Town. 

This  map  will  be  most  valuable  to  the  town  for  as- 
sessing purposes,  as  well  as  making  available  to  you  a 
i 
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graphic  description  of  your  property.  Most  everyone  has 
been  very  co-operative.  However,  there  are  yet  a  few  prop- 
erty owners  who  have  not  sent  in  the  information  required 
by  this  Committee. 

Be  it  known  that  this  Committee  is  functioning  with- 
out funds,  and  is  producing  a  job  that  has  cost  other  towns 
thousands  of  dollars  to  accomplish.

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation 
of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  ratify  and  con- 
firm the  Act  of  the  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  11,  1952, 
amending  the  vote  of  said  town  meeting  holden  on  Sep- 
tember 17,  1856,  relative  to  the  "Boynton  Common  School

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


It  is  difficult  to  sum  up  in  a  few  paragraphs  the  work 
done  by  the  School  Nurse  during  the  school  year.  It  is  al- 
most impossible  to  state  definitely  the  amount  of  time  spent 
doing  records,  answering  telephone  calls  at  home,  talking 
about  school  work  with  parents  and  neighbors,  as  well  as  the 
time  spent  writing  letters  to  arrange  for  clinic  visits,  etc. 
This  does  not  include  the  time  actually  spent  in  the  school 
building  conferring  with  teachers,  examining  children  each 
month  for  evidence  of  communicable  disease  and  assisting 
the  doctor  with  the  annual  examination  of  each  child. 

I  made  eleven  visits  to  the  Mason  School  during  the 
year  1951.  The  children  were  weighed  at  the  beginning  and 
end  of  the  school  year  and  most  of  them  made  a  satis- 
factory gain  in  weight. 

One  child  was  taken  to  the  Optometrist  in  Nashua  for 
examination  and  glasses  obtained  to  help  correct  strabismus 
(cross  eye) .  The  eyesight  of  all  was  checked  by  means  of 
the  Snellon  chart.  Three  were  found  to  have  defective 
vision  and  reports  were  sent  to  the  parents. 

There  were  fourteen  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  during 
February  and  March  and  two  cases  of  German  Measles. 
The  children  were  again  exposed  to  Measles  in  December, 
the  end  of  which  is  not  yet  known. 

The  chief  cause  of  concern  is  the  inability  of  the  group  to 
eradicate  pediculosis.  Dusting  the  hair  with  D.  D.  T. 
powder  frequently  at  school  does  not  stop  this  nuisance. 
The  need  for  personal  clealiness  was  stressed  by  the  nurse 
throughout  the  year. 

Due  to  my  illness  I  was  prevented  from  testing  the 
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children's  hearing  during  the  winter.    I'm  striving  to  do  so 
this  year.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Mason : 

I  respectfully  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

INSTRUCTION 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  high  standards  of  instruc- 
tion are  being  maintained  in  your  school  under  the  capable 
direction  of  Mr.  Daniel  Hoyt,  Miss  Lilla  Tuttle  and  Miss 
Elsie  Wheeler.  Methods  of  instruction  are  being  kept  up  to 
date  with  emphasis  being  placed  upon  the  individual  learn- 
ing abilities  of  each  child. 

The  Guidance  Program  initiated  last  year,  provides 
each  child  with  a  folder  in  which  a  record  of  his  achieve- 
ment test  results,  difficulties,  etc.  are  kept.  These  records 
reveal  the  mental  and  physical  growth  of  each  child  and 
directs  the  teaching  activities  in  the  path  which  will  be 
most  profitable  to  the  child. 

A  complete  testing  program  is  given  to  all  pupils  in 
grades  one  through  eight.  In  grade  one  each  child  receives 
a  Metropolitan  Reading  Readiness  Test  which  measures 
the  maturity  of  the  individual  and  reveals  to  the  teacher 
the  probable  grouping  necessary  to  carry  on  efficient  in- 
struction. They  also  are  given  the  S.  R.  A.  Primary  Men- 
tal Abilities  Test  which  indicates  the  innate  ability  of  the 
child  to  succeed  in  school  work.  These  tests  are  given  also 
to  grades  three,  six  and  eight.  All  grades  are  given  a 
Metropolitan  Achievement  Test  in  May.  An  analysis  of 
the  results  of  these  tests  reveals  to  the  teachers  the 
strengths  and  weaknesses  of  individuals  and  also  of  the 
educational  program.     Throughout  the  year  standardized 
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tests  in  reading  are  given  as  the  pupils  complete  various 
phases  of  the  reading  program.  Of  particular  importance 
are  the  Weekly  Reader  Tests  given  in  October,  January, 
and  May.  These  measure  the  growth  in  reading  ability  in 
these  periods.  All  results  are  recorded  on  a  Cumulative 
Record  Card  which  accompanies  the  pupils  as  he  moves 
from  grade  to  grade. 

All  teachers  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  63  attended  a 
two-day  Workshop  in  Wilton,  New  Hampshire.  The  theme 
of  the  Workshop  was  "Improving  the  Techniques  of  Teach- 
ing with  Audio-Visual  Aids."  These  aids  train  the  child  to 
learn  by  seeing,  listening,  speaking  and  doing.  Experience 
has  shown  that  they  are  an  invaluable  aid  to  the  child  who 
has  a  reading  difficulty. 

HEALTH  SUPERVISION 

The  health  program  in  our  school  is  supervised  by  Dr. 
Harlan  Karr,  and  Miss  Sybil  Beatham,  R.  N.,  School  Nurse. 
Every  child  receives  a  physical  examination,  a  vision  test, 
and  an  auditory  test  each  year  in  addition  to  the  monthly 
check-up  by  the  school  nurse.  Parents  are  informed  when 
any  irregularities  exist  and  they  have  been  most  coopera- 
tive. Certain  communicable  diseases  are  difficult  to  control 
once  they  get  started.  Every  effort  is  made  to  obtain  pro- 
fessional advice  to  guide  the  actions  of  the  school  officials. 
For  details  of  the  work  of  the  school  nurse  I  refer  you  to 
the  School  Nurse  Report. 

IMPROVEMENTS  TO  GROUNDS  AND  BUILDINGS 

This  past  summer  saw  the  completion  of  a  project  of 
improvement  and  renovation  in  our  school  building  that 
has  been  going  on  for  the  past  two  years.  The  exterior 
was  painted  for  the  first  time  in  many  years  and  the  hall- 
ways and  entrances  re-painted. 

The  school  grounds  have  taken  on  a  new  appearance

due  largely  to  the  efforts  of  your  school  board,  assisted  by 
interested  townspeople  and  the  school  children.  The  Grange 
is  to  be  especially  commended  for  providing  the  playground 
area  in  the  rear  of  the  building. 

The  children  are  proud  of  their  school  and  this  has 
been  evidenced  on  numerous  occasions  by  their  desire  to 
keep  the  interior  and  exterior  clean  and  attractive. 

We  propose  to  complete  the  landscaping  on  the  East 
side  of  the  building,  as  well  as  in  the  front,  this  spring  and 
summer. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  routes  will  operate  essentially  the  same  next  year 
as  this,  dependent  of  course  upon  the  number  of  pupils  to 
be  transported. 

STATE  AID 

According  to  the  present  State  Aid  Formula  Mason 
will  not  be  eligible  to  receive  any  State  Aid.  This  situation 
will  continue  to  exist  until  such  time  as  the  State  Aid 
Formula  is  re-written,  the  number  of  pupils  increase  de- 
cidedly or  the  adjusted  valuation  is  decreased. 

FINANCE 

An  analysis  of  the  School  Board's  Budget  reveals  an 
increase  of  $1,581.38.  This  increase  is  reflected  largely  in 
the  following  items:  Tuition  $925.00;  Teachers'  Salaries 
$450.00  and  Transportation  $275.00 

The  tuitions  are  set  by  the  receiving  districts  and  a 
charge  equal  to  the  State  Average  may  be  assessed.  The 
State  Average  per  pupil  cost  for  1950-51  was  $271.75  for 
secondary  school  pupils.  Appleton  Academy's  assessment 
next  year  will  be  $250.00.     The  tuition  fee  at  Townsend 
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and  Fitchburg  has  not  been  set  but  it  is  assumed  it  will 
approach  the  figure  stated  above. 

CONCLUSION 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Mason 
School  Board  and  parents  and  friends  of  the  Mason  School, 
who  have  assisted  me  and  the  teachers,  in  developing  an 
educational  program  which  is  fundamental  to  our  needs  and 
is  developing  our  children  in  the  manner  which  we  would 
like  to  have  them  grow.

I  would  deem  it  my  duty  to  examine  the  trees  on  any 
private  land,  and  obtain  specimens  for  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Entomologist  at  the  request  of  the  land  owners. 

I  am  fully  equipped  to  take  care  of  this  work,  and  any 
removal  work  that  may  be  required.
